AST Thurfday we had News by an Exprefs, that 
60,000 Mufcovites were enter’d into Crim Tar- 
tary, with a great Train of Artillery, and had not 
only put a great many People to the Sword, but ravag’d 
the whole Country which is dependent on the Porte. 
This News gave fuch an Alarm at firit, that we were 
juft going to fit out a Squadron, and to fend 30,000 
Merr thither from Remelia, befides 3000 Janifaries and 
4000 other Soldiers ; but we were inform’d by another 
Exprefs, that the Incurfion made by thofe ‘Troops was 
only a Reprifal for the Incurfion of the Tartars into 
the Territories of the Czarina, and the feveral Dif- 
orders they there commisted. ‘Tis thought however, 
that this Affair will not be attended with any Confe- 
quence, becaufe the Prime Vizier having complain’d of 
thofe Hoftilities to’ the Ruflian Ambaflador, was an- 
{wered, that he had no manner-of Notice of it, and 
that he would write about it to his Court. There was 
a Number of Perfons here who would have been glad 
of this Opportunity to ruin this new Minifler, and 
to turnhim out of his Poit ; bat as he faw it in time, 
he caufed feveral of the Faétion to be beheaded, and 
many others to be banifhed; by which Means this 
City is again reftored to its former Tranquility. in 
fhort, the Populace here with for a War with the Mul- 
covites and a Peace with the Perfians, and ‘twas to 
fatisfy them, that the Preliminary Articles were pu-- 
lith’d, tho’ ’tis affirm’d from other Quarters, that 
Thamas Kouli Kan is not at all difpofed to an Accom- 
modation.

Lisbon, January 11. Our Differences with Spain 
are no longer the Subject of Converfation, the Troops 
being retired into their Winter Quarters, and the Ge- 
neral Officers being returned to Town; and "tis two to 
one whether the ‘Troops will be fent thither again in 
the Spring; for the firft Motions that ruffled the two 
Courts being deaden’d, "tis reckon'’d they will be very 
glad on both Sides to refer the Affair to the Congrefs. 
‘The greateft Difficulty that remains to be got over is, 
which of the two Courts will be the firft to condefcend 
to difcharge the Dometticks of the refpective Minifters 
out of Confinement. 

Hamburgh, Feb. 3. They write from Warfaw, that 
the Turks are marching above 50,600 Men towatds 
Afoph with all Diligence, and that the Ottoman Porte 
lsave fent Orders to the Kan of the Tartars to aflem- 
ble all his Troops forthwith to join their’s. 

Manheim, Feb. 2. ‘The Chace which the Eleftor Pa. 
latine had prepared for the Diverfion of the Prince of 
Saltzbach, did not begin till the 27th ult: when the 
Signal being given by the Trumpets and Kettle: drums, 
a great Number of wild Boars, Wolves, Foxes, and 
Hares, was turned out into a Place prepared for that 
Purpofe. The Prince of Saltzbach thot feveral Boars, 
and ftout Dogs were fet upon the Wolves, whereof 
they made a great Slanghter. The Foxes and the Hares 
were chiefly the Sport and Prey of the Ladies. Ag 
Night there was a magnificent Supper at Court, and a 
Ball that held till next Morning. * 

General Keith, by Birth a Scotfman, arrived lately 
at Strasburg, aud fet out not long after for Paris, wich 
his Brother. They are both going ihto the Service of 
France, and they have another Brother who is in the 
Service of the Crown of Spain. 

Herborn, Feb. 2. On the 25th ult. we had an extraors 
dinary Sight here, which may be faid to be a very ad- 
vantageous Proof of the Purenefs of the Air that we 
breathe in this Country: Five Burghers of this Gisy, 
with their Wives, went in Proceflion that Day to 
great Church, followed by a long Train of Children, 
Grandchildren, and Great-gtahdchildren, and there, 
with the ufually Ceremonies, celebrated the coth Year 
of their Marriage. ‘This five Couple, adding their 
Years together, could make 738. Prince Chrittian of 
Naflau, our moft Serene Sovereign, came hitler from 
his Refidence at Dillenburg, to honour the Ceremony 
with his Prefence, and after it was ended, he regaled 
the old Men and their Wives, together with their 
Friends, with a grand Repajt at the ‘l own-houte, 

N.B. This City lies in the Cornty of Naflau, 
which borders on the Palatinate, and is but 3 Miles 
below Dillenburg. Its chief Trade confifts in Cotton 
and Woollen Cloth, and there is a Cattle in the Town, 
with a handfome Library, well furnifhed with printed 
Books in all Faculties ; but the City is of moft Note for 
its Univerfity; which was endowed with the Revenues 
of Monaiteries at the Reformation, and is famed for 
the Education of the great John Pifcator, Matthias 
Martinius, George Pafor, and feveral other learned 
Men.
